The values of imports and exports in May differed 
little from those recorded for April and March and 
again showed a considerable increase compared with 
a year earlier, although, owing to the Coronation and 
Whitsun bank holidays, the number of working days 
in May was less this year than last. The excess of im- 
ports over exports of merchandise amounted to £33°0 
million last month, £62°6 million in April and £382°5 
million in March. For the first five months, the excess 
this year was £154:4 million, or £22:2 million more than 
@ year earlier. 


Total imports last month were valued at £83,131,000, 
being £13,995,000 (20 per cent.) more than in ‘May 
1986. Imports of food, drink and tobacco increased by 
£2,630,000 (8 per cent.), raw materials by £5,667, 000 
(28 per cent.) and manufactured articles by £5,659,000 
(83 per cent.). 


The value of exports of United Kingdom goods was 
£42,733,000, or £6,336,000 (174 per cent.) higher than 
a year earlier. Exports of food, drink and tobacco rose 
by £361,000 (13 per cent.), raw materials by £988,000 
(22 per cent.) and manufactured articles by £5, 076, 000 
(18 per cent.). 


Exports of imported merchandise, valued at 
£7,393,000, exceeded those in any month since June 
1980 and were £1,758,000 (31 per cent.) higher than in 
May 1936. Of this increase £1,015,000 was in respect 
of raw materials and £595, 000 in manufactured 
articles. The value of the goods transhipped under 
bond, which are excluded from the records of both 
imports and exports, was £2,864,000, or £956,000 
more than in May 1936. 


Both imports and exports of bullion and specie were 
smaller than in April and, contrary to the general 
trend, exports substantially exceeded imports, the re- 


spective figures being £22-2 million and £13:0 million. 
The excess of imports over exports for the first five 
months of the year was £26°4 million, as compared with 
£53°7 million in the corresponding period of 1936.

IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of food, drink 
and tobacco during May were valued at £34°2 million, 
being £1:4 million more than in April and £2°6 million 
(8 per cent.) more than a year ago. Compared with 
May 1936, substantial increases took place in respect 
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of grain and flour (£2,156,000) and the miscellaneous 
food group (£979,000), while the value of imports of 
fresh fruit and vegetables declined by £1,236,000; small 
increases were recorded for each of the ‘other food and 
drink groups, tobacco showing no significant change. 


The large increase (43 per cent.) in the value of grain 
and fiour imported, as compared with a year ago, was 
due to the substantial rise in prices during the past 
year. The quantity of wheat imported declined by 
16 per cent. to 7°5 million cwts., while the value rose 
by 36 per cent. to £41 million; consignments from 
Canada and Australia were substantially smaller than 
a year ago, but supplies from the Argentine again 
showed a large increase over the abnormally small 
figures recorded last year. Imports of barley (1:3 
million ewts.) were greater by 54 per cent., the value 
of these imports being nearly two and a half times as 
large as in May 1936. For maize, an increase of 15 per 
cent. in the quantity imported (4°7 million ewts.) was 
accompanied by a rise of 71 per cent. in value. The 
quantity of wheat meal and flour imported (740,000 
ewts.) was slightly smaller than a year ago, but the 
value of the imports rose by 51 per cent. The average 
values per ewt. of the principal descriptions of cereals 
imported last month were as follows:—wheat, 11s.; 
wheat meal and flour, 13s. 1d.; barley, 8s. 7d.; maize, 
6s. 2d.; these were in each case the highest values re- 
corded for at least seven years. 


The total quantity of meat imported last month 
(2°5 million cwts.) was 7 per cent. smaller than a year 
ago, but the value of the imports (£7°2 million) showed 
a slight increase. Imports of beef amounted only to 
884,000 cwts., as compared with 1,141,000 cwts. in 
May last year; the decline was shared by all descrip- 
tions of beef, but was greatest in respect of chilled 
beef from the Argentine. An increase in the quantity 
of mutton imported was more than offset by a decline 
in the case of lamb, aggregate imports of mutton and 
lamb (766,000 cwts.) being 3 per cent. less than a 
year ago; the reduction occurred principally in con- 
signments from New Zealand. Imports of bacon 
(623,000 cwts.) exceeded those of a year ago by 16 per 
cent., a further large increase taking place in supplies 
from Canada. The average value of the beef imported 
last month was considerably higher than in April or 
in May 1936; for mutton and lamb there was a reduc- 
tion as compared with each of the earlier periods. The 
average value of the bacon imported showed little 
change as compared with April, but exceeded the figure 
recorded @ year ago. 


Butter, cheese and eggs were all imported in smaller 
quantities last month than in May 1936, but in the 
case of the first two commodities an increase occurred 
in the value of the imports. The declines in quantity 
were each of the order of 10 per cent., the principal 
reductions being recorded for New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia (butter), New Zealand (cheese), and Poland and 
the Irish Free State (eggs); imports of eggs from 
Denmark again showed a large increase. For each of 
these three commodities average values of imports 
during May exceeded those recorded for the same 
month of last year, though the increase in respect of 
eggs was slight; butter and eggs each showed a decline 
in average value as compared with the previous 
month. 


The substantial reduction already mentioned in the 
value of the fresh fruit and vegetables imported during 
May, as compared with a year ago, was shared by all 
the principal commodities in this group, the largest 
declines occurring in respect of potatoes (£394,000), 
oranges (£318,000), apples (£170,000) and tomatoes 
(£135,000). For bananas, a small increase in quantity 
was accompanied by a trifling decline in value. 


The quantity of tea imported continued, as in each 
of the previous months of this year, to be smaller than 
in the corresponding month of 1936. Total imports 
during May amounted to 27-9 million lbs., a reduction 
of nearly 10 per cent.; imports from British India and 
British East Africa were larger than a year ago, but 
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smaller supplies were received from Ceylon and the 
Dutch East Indies. The average value of the teg 
imported rose to just over 1s. 3d. per lb., the highest 
recorded since January 1931. A notable increase 
occurred in the quantity of raw sugar imported from 
the British West Indies, and aggregate imports during 
May (4°8 million ewts.) were 42 per cent. greater than 
a year ago; the average value of the imports, which 
has recently been at a relatively high level, declined 
from 8s. 9d. per cwt. in April to 8s. 4d. in May, ag 
compared with 7s. 6d. in May 1936. For the first time 
this year, imports of unmanufactured tobacco were 
greater last month than in the corresponding month of 
1936; the total quantity received during May 
amounted to 7-2 million lbs., showing an increase of 
little more than 1 per cent. Supplies from the United 
States were considerably smaller than a year ago, but 
this reduction was more than counterbalanced by 
increased imports from British sources. The average 
value of the imports fell from 1s. 24d. per lb. in April 
to 1s. in May, being rather less than in May 1936. 


Raw Materials.—The value of imports last month 
of raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured— 
£25,603,000—was slightly less than in April, but was 
£5,667,000 (28 per cent.) greater than in May 1936, the 
expansion applying to every group in the class. The 
most substantial increases were for raw cotton, etc. 
(£1,071,000), raw wool, etc. (£1,062,000), wood and 
timber (£899,000), non-ferrous ores and_ scrap 
(£594,000), raw rubber (£497,000), paper-making 
materials (£492,000) and undressed hides and skins 
(£378,000). 


The following table gives comparative figures of the 
imports of some leading raw and semi-manufactured 
materials during May 1937, compared with earlier 
periods. In the case of the commodities retained 
imports of which differ widely from total imports, 
figures for retained imports are given in the table, 
Imports of cotton and wool are included in the section 
dealing with textiles.

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Manufactured Articles.—Imports during May of 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured were valued at 
£22,887,000, being £746,000 less than in April, but 
£5,659,000 (33 per cent.) more than in May 1936. The 
groups showing the largest increases compared with a 
year ago were non-ferrous metals (£2,674,000) and 
manufactured oils and fats—including refined petro- 
leum—(£1,488,000) ; substantial increases were also re- 
corded for machinery (£337,000), the miscellaneous 
group (£282,000), vehicles (£206,000) and paper, card- 
board, etc. (£147,000). Only three groups showed de- 
clines, of which the largest was £30,000 for manu- 
factures of wood and timber. 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The value of exports last 
month of food, drink, and tobacco amounted to 
£3,100,000, being about the same as in April, but 
£361,000 (13 per cent.) more than in May 1936. Of 
this increase, £205,000 was in respect of beverages and 
cocoa preparations, due to the continued high level of 
exports of spirits, mainly to the United States ; exports 
of tobacco increased in value by £96,000 and of *‘ other 
food ’’ by £62,000. 


Raw Materials. —Exports during May of raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £5,472,000, which was £164,000 less than in 
April, but £988,000 (22 per cent.) more than in May 
1936. Compared with a year ago, exports of coal in- 
creased by £288,000, raw wool, etc., by £276,000 and 
unmanufactured oils, ete., by £183,000; declines were 
recorded for three of the fourteen groups in this class, 
the largest being £13,000 for undressed hides and skins. 


Fuel.—Exports of coal during May totalled 3,216,000 
tons, or 26,000 tons less than in April; compared with 
May last year there was an increase of 53,400 tons (2 
per cent.); the rise in value mentioned above was nearly 
ll per cent. The only markets showing a variation of 
over 50,000 tons in comparison with May 1936 were 
Italy—an increase of 115,000 tons—and Canada—a de- 
cline of 76,000 tons. The average value of the coal ex- 
ported in May was 18s. 64d. per ton, about 7d. more 
than in the previous month and the highest recorded 
since February 1927. 


The quantity of coal shipped during May as bunkers 
for steamers engaged in the foreign trade and for fish- 
ing vessels (906,000 tons) was about 10 per cent. less 
than either a month or a year earlier. On the other 
hand, shipments of fuel oil as foreign bunkers—28-0 
million gallons—exceeded the April figure by 1:1 million 
gallons, and were 38°8 million gallons (16 per cent.) 
greater than a year ago. 


Manufactured Articles.—The value of exports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
(£33,269,000) was about the same as in April, and 


£5,076,000 (18 per cent.) more than in May 1936. For 


the second month in succession the largest increase 
compared with a year earlier was for cotton yarns and 
manufactures, the increase for the month again exceed- 
ing £1 million. Other substantial increases were re- 
corded for iron and steel (£896,000), vehicles, including 
locomotives, ships and aircraft (£885,000), chemicals, 
drugs, ete. (£323,000), woollen and worsted yarns and 
manufactures (£322,000), machinery (£317,000), 
Manufactures of textiles other than cotton, wool, or 
silk (£302,000) and electrical goods and apparatus 
(£280,000). The only groups to show a decline last 
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month compared with a year earlier were manufac- 
tured oils, etc. (£25,000) and apparel (£22,000), but 
these groups, like all the others, showed an increase 
for the first five months of the year.

The quantity of iron and steel imported last month 
(98,000 tons) was 10,000 tons more than in April but 
19,000 tons (16 per cent.) less than in May 1936, Com- 
pared with a year ago, imports of crude iron and steel 
declined by 12,000 tons and rolling-mill products by 
13,000 tons; for finished goods there was an increase of 
6,000 tons. On the other hand, United Kingdom ex- 
ports of iron and steel during May (228,000 tons) were 
lower than in April, but 24,000 tons (12 per cent.) 
more than in May 1936. Compared with a year ago, 
exports of crude iron and steel increased by 8,000 tons, 
but rolling-mill products declined by 4,000 tons; for 
finished goods, as a whole, there was an increase of 
20,000 tons, mainly in respect of galvanised sheets, 
wrought tubes and tinned plates. For the first five 
months of the year, exports of iron and steel increased 
by 287,000 tons (27 per cent.). 


Imports of machinery during May totalled 12,600 
tons, compared with 13,200 tons in April and 9,500 
tons in May 1936; rolling-mill machinery and machine 
tools each increased by about 900 tons compared with 
a@ year ago. United Kingdom exports of machinery 
last month (34,600 tons) were 4,000 tons less than in 
April, but 1,900 tons more than in May 1936. Com- 
pared with the latter month, exports of boiler-house 
plant increased by 1,000 tons, agricultural machinery 
by 600 tons, electrical machinery by 300 tons and mis- 
cellaneous machinery by 900 tons; these and smaller 
increases for certain other descriptions were offset to 
some extent by declines of 700 tons for machine tools 
and 400 tons for sewing machines and parts. 


The number of new private motor cars imported last 
month (1,674) was nearly twice as large as a year 
earlier. Exports of these vehicles fell from 4,796 in 
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May 1936 to 3,938 last month, notwithstanding a 
further expansion in the numbers consigned to our 
largest market, New Zealand; the Union of South 
Africa is a declining market. There was, however, a 
considerable increase in exports of new commercial 
vehicles, of second-hand vehicles of both classes and 
of chassis. Exports of motor cycles and tricars in May 
were substantially higher than a year earlier, and 
exports of pedal cycles—totalling 71,600—were nearly 
double those in May 1936, thus continuing the 
increase shown in the earlier months of this year. The 
decline in exports of locomotives compared with a year 
earlier was due mainly to abnormally heavy shipments 
in May last year, though exports so far this year have 
been considerably less than a year ago. The value of 
new ships and boats exported was £543,000 more than 
in May 1936; of this some £350,000 was in respect of 
war vessels.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month were 18 
million lbs. (17 per cent.) greater than in May 1936; 
during the first five months of this year they amounted 
to 686 million lbs., being 18 per cent. more than a year 
earlier and the highest recorded for this period since 
1929. According to statistics published by the Liver- 
pool Cotton Association, the deliveries of cotton to 
mills during the first five months of 1937 amounted to 
664 million lbs. and were the highest since the corre- 
sponding period of 1929. The average value of the raw 
cotton imported during May (7-7d. per lb.) was, except 
for the previous month (78d. per lb.), the highest 
since August 1930, and compares with 6°6d. per lb. in 
May 1936. 


Exports of cotton yarns and piece-goods, both last 
month and during January to May, were higher than 
@ year ago. Comparing May 1937 with a year earlier 
there was an increase of 14 per cent. in the aggregate 
exports of cotton yarns, the increase being wholly in 
grey yarns. An increase of 158 million square yards 
{11 per cent.) in exports of cotton piece-goods was 
spread over all the main categories, being largest in 
printed goods. There was a considerable expansion in 
shipments to British West Africa, Australia and 
British Malaya among British countries and to the 
Dutch East Indies, the Netherlands and Switzerland 
among foreign countries; the only considerable declines 
were in exports to British India, Egypt and Denmark. 
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The movements during the five months were similar 
except that there was no decline in exports to 
Denmark. 

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool last 
month and during the first five months of the year were 
appreciably less than a year earlier. The average value 
of the imports during May was the same as the previous 
month (16°2d. per |b.), being the highest since Novem- 
ber 1929. There was little change in the exports of 
sheep’s and lambs’ wool and of woollen and worsted 
yarns compared with May 1936, but the former showed 
a substantial increase in the total for the first five 
months of the year. Exports of wool tops continued to 
show a decline compared with a year ago, while the 
increase in exports of woollen and worsted tissues was 
maintained, there being substantially larger exports 
during May to the United States, Canada, the 
Argentine and New Zealand, but heavy declines in ex- 
ports to Denmark and Japan. 

Exports of linen piece-goods last month were some- 
what less than a year ago, but exports of artificial silk 
tissues continued to expand, the increase being mainly 
due, as in previous months, to the larger quantities of 
pure artificial silk piece-goods taken by British 
countries, principally Australia.

Exports oF ImportED MERCHANDISE 


The value of re-exports last month amounted to 
£7,393,000, the highest figure since June 1930, and 
£1,758,000 more than in May 1936. Of the latter in- 
crease, raw materials accounted for £1,015,000, re- 
exports of raw wool rising by £834,000, due largely to 
higher average values, and re-exports of undressed hides 
and skins by £265,000. A decrease of £108,000, or 
80 per cent., was shown for raw rubber, the decline in 
quantity exceeding 50 per cent. Re-exports of manu- 
factured articles rose by £595,000 compared with 6 
year earlier, due entirely to an increase in respect of 
non-ferrous metals—in particular copper and lead— 
enhanced prices being again largely responsible.

Particulars indicating the extent of the petroleum 
refining operations in Great Britain during the year 
1936 are now available. Information for earlier years 
is also included for the purpose of comparison. These 
particulars are in continuation of those furnished in the 
** Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 11 June 1936 and pre- 
viously. Some of the figures given for the year 1935 
have been slightly revised. 

The larger proportion of the material treated at the 
refineries consists of crude petroleum as it comes from 
the wells, but substantial quantities of other kinds of 
imported petroleum such as distillates, kerosene and 
heavy oil residues are also subjected to further refining.

CoMPARISON OF 1986 wiTH PREvIoUS YEAR 


There have been considerable changes in the order 
of importance of the countries sending crude oil to this 
country. For instance, Iran which was second in 
1935 with 91:4 million gallons dropped to fourth place 
in 1936 with 78-9 million gallons. Second place was 
taken by the Dutch West Indies with 106 million 
gallons. This oil, however, is of Venezuelan origin. 
In addition, 64:1 million gallons were registered as 
consigned direct from Venezuela. Altogether, there- 
fore, 170 million gallons of Venezuelan crude oil were 
received, which places Venezuela first in the list of 
countries supplying crude to this country. Mexico 
has fallen from second to seventh place. 


THROUGHPUT AND OUTPUT OF THE REFINERIES 


By the courtesy of the companies concerned, the 
Petroleum Department has been furnished with infor- 
mation relating to the throughput of material at the 
refineries and the output of products. 

The throughputs for the past six years were as 
follows, crude oil and naphtha produced in this country 
from shale being shown in addition to imported 
petroleum :—

During 1936 there was a substantial increase both 
in the quantity of crude oil treated at the refineries 
and in the quantity of partly refined products sub- 
mitted to treatment. As a consequence, the total 
throughput of the refineries was 33°6 million gallons 
more than in the previous year.

The liquid output of the refineries shows an increase 
over the output for the previous year. The output of 
gas oil increased by 23:2 per cent. Other products 
which also show increases are kerosene, 11 per cent.; 
fuel and diesel oil, 6-0 per cent.; and lubricating oils, 
3°5 per cent. The remaining products, namely, motor 
spirit and other spirit, show decreases of 6:4 per cent. 
and 109 per cent., respectively. The progressive 
increase in the production of solid products (asphalt, 
pitch and wax) continued, as will be seen in the 
following statement :—

Comment was made in last year’s Report that in 
1985 the falling proportion of the total home require- 
ments of the principal petroleum products supplied by 
the home refineries had been checked. There was 4 
further improvement during 1936. With the excep- 
tion of kerosene and other spirit, all the other principal 
products showed an increased proportion : motor spirit 
rose from 4-4 per cent. in 1935 to 5-5 per cent. in 1936; 
fuel oil and diesel oil from 18°9 per cent. to 19:3 per 
cent.; and gas oil from 21-1 per cent. to 27-0 per cent. 
In the case of kerosene, the proportion fell from 12°4 
per cent. to 9-0 per cent.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
TRADE WITH FREE EXCHANGE COUNTRIES 


As one of the world’s most strongly marked export- 
ing countries Czechoslovakia is bound quickly to notice 
any improvement in international trade, *writes the 
Acting Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Prague. 


Czechoslovakia’s large and varied industrial equip- 
ment is dependent on the custom of other countries, 


“and can maintain a reasonably good level of employ- 


ment only when export trade is as favourably circum- 
stanced as before 1931. Few Czechoslovak manu- 
facturers hope to return to such conditions in the 
measurable future, but the ripple of business activity 
which occurred about the middle of 1935 rapidly

broadened out in 1936, and boom conditions are now 
latent in certain trades. 


Devaluation has checked the wasting effects of an 
over-valued currency and the quiescent state of labour 
over a long period has enabled costs of production to 
be reduced. Previously, manufacturing in Czecho- 
slovakia was expensive and prices were a fundamental 
problem. Internal and external price levels have 
been aligned, but there remains the difficulty of 
marketing products which cannot penetrate the trade 
restrictions by which Czechoslovakia is surrounded. 
Trade is stagnant in many directions owing to the 
tendency of clearing agreements to balance and 
stabilise the exchange of commodities at lower levels. 


INDUSTRIAL RECOVERY 


Industrial recovery, as shown by production and 
employment, traffic receipts and turnover of con- 
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sumers’ goods, surpasses the small improvement of 
the year’s export trade. Rising productive activity at 
present has its mainspring in Government expenditure. 
For several years the Government has voted increased 
funds for expenditure on public works in order to 
counteract unemployment. But until 1935 these 
capital disbursements (on railways, roads, irrigation, 
etc.) were conditioned by the Budget situation, and 
although revenue was insufficient, deficits could be 
dealt with by Treasury Bill finance and a slow process 
of debt funding. During 1936 the appearance of 
orthodoxy seems to have been abandoned under the 
pressure of national defence, the needs of which far 
exceed revenue possibilities. In. addition to the 
running deficit, a long-term loan of about four milliard 
crowns was contracted in 1936 for military expendi- 
ture, which equals about one-half of a year’s gross 
revenue. Thus Czechoslovakia is in the first place 
experiencing an armaments boom, the bill for which 
must be met by incurring new debt. 


DEVALUATION AND Export TRADE 


Such expenditure is stimulating activities in the 
heavy industries, and certain concerns are working at 
full capacity and having a difficulty in finding sufficient 
skilled workers, but it has not brought relief to the 
secondary industries which look abroad for the bulk 
of their trade. Unemployment in the glass, porcelain 
and textile districts exhibits little improvement. 
These essentially export industries may not be able to 
retain the competitive position which they have gradu- 
ally regained since the 1934 devaluation of the crown. 
Gold bloc countries have now caught up with the 
crown in depreciation, and an advantage has thus been 
lost in European countries which, notwithstanding 
trade restrictions, are important customers for Czecho- 
slovak goods and competitors of Czechoslovakia in 
third markets. The recent 16 per cent. devaluation 
of the crown has, however, strengthened Czecho- 
slovakia’s position in countries of the sterling group 
and in America, and it is to those markets that she is 
now attracted since they offer the least resistance and 
are most likely to yield the devisen which Czecho- 
slovakia so urgently needs. The sterling and dollar 
sector of Czechoslovakia’s foreign trade is becoming 
of vital importance to the country’s continued welfare, 
for it must now bear the cost of essential imports and 
debt service. Czechoslovakia must either export 
increasingly to those free exchange countries or con- 
tinue to eat into capital. 


Foreign TRADE 


External trade increased from 14,690 million crowns 
in 1935 to 15,996 million crs. in 1986. Exports accounted 
for 8,086 million crs., an increase of only 1°8 per cent., 
and imports for 7,910 million crs., an increase of 17°3 
per cent. Although exports were the highest for four 
years, the growth of imports, which was the principal 
feature of 1936 trade figures, was so much larger, 
relatively, that the surplus on the visible balance of 
trade (less gold movements) declined from 680 million 
crs. in 1935 to 110 million ers. in 1936. The expan- 
sion in imports was due to higher prices and increased 
requirements of industrial raw materials, of which 
alone the value rose by 20 per cent. from 3,593 million 
ers. in 1935 to 4,308 million ers. in 1936. 


Import of raw materials and foodstuffs represented 
67 per cent. of all imports last year. Of the total 
income earned from the export of manufactured goods 
90 per cent. was disbursed in paying for those essential 
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commodities. About 40 per cent. of all Czecho. 
slovakia’s foreign trade was subject to clearing 
arrangements. 


The foreign exchange restrictions were relaxed on 
the last day of 1936 for the import of a number of 
commodities. The whole system of foreign exchange 
control was then brought under examination with a 
view to its abolition, gradually and as circumstances 
warrant a further relaxation. These developments, 
however, depend on the course of export trade, which, 
owing to the reduced income from tourist traffic and 
transit trade, is now a still more important factor in 
the balance of payments. The payment balance ig 
estimated to have been in equilibrium in 1935, but 
this was rendered possible only as the result of con- 
scription of foreign capital assets, and similar circum- 
stances prevailed in 1936, 


TRADE WITH THE BriTISH EMPIRE 


The tendency of trade with the United Kingdom to 
expand was accentuated in 1936. The total volume rose 
by no less than 33 per cent., Czechoslovakia having 
exported 721 million crs. worth as compared with 547 
million ers. in 1935, and imported goods to the value 
of 475 million ers., as against 367 million crs. Czecho- 
slovakia purchased 29 per cent. more goods from the 
United Kingdom and sold 32 per cent. more to the 
same market. On a value basis Czechoslovakia has 
now reverted to about 65 per cent. of the pre-slump 
consumption of United Kingdom goods. Her exports 
to the United Kingdom are still only 50 per cent. of 
the pre-slump level, but are now running at 100 per 
cent. higher than at the worst period of the depres- 
sion (1933). Hence the United Kingdom tariff, which 
caused so much dismay to Czechoslovakia in 1933, is 
proving an easier obstacle than the Continental clear- 
ing and quota system, 


Trade with the United Kingdom is spread over prac- 
tically the whole of the Customs Tariff. The increase 
in United Kingdom sales is partly due to larger 
Czechoslovak purchases of raw wool and cotton, but 
notable increases have also occurred in imports of 
yarns, metals, especially non-ferrous, and products 
of these, rubber and leather products. Imports of 
United Kingdom woollen piece-goods alone have risen 
by about 7 million crs., or 29 per cent. 


For the first time for many years the surplus which 
Czechoslovakia earned on trade with the United 
Kingdom in 1936 more than sufficed to cover the 
deficit on trade with the other principal Empire 
markets: India, South Africa and British West Africa, 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand. According to 
Czechoslovak statistics, there was in 1986 a surplus of 
246 million crs. in trade with the United Kingdom 
and a deficit of 189 million crs. in trade with those 
other Empire countries, and therefore a net surplus 
of around 57 million crs., against a net deficit of 
32 million crs. in the previous year. This reversal 
may to some extent arise from changes which are now 
proceeding in the direction of trade, apart from its 
value. A large proportion of Czechoslovakia’s foreign 
trade is classified as of ‘‘ Hamburg origin ’’ owing to 
the use of free port facilities there. This Hamburg 
trade has been reduced to nearly one-tenth of its 
volume of six years ago, and thus, what was formerly 
imported indirect is now being imported direct from 
the actual countries of origin in order, apparently, to 
provide this country with a stronger bargaining 
weapon. 
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ARRANGEMENT FOR THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF COMMERCIAL INTERCHANGES 


Concluded by the ‘‘ Oslo Powers ’’ on 28 May 1937 


The following Answer was given in Parliament by the 
President of the Board of Trade on Tuesday, 15 June 
in reply to Questions relating to the above-mentioned 
arrangement, A translation of the text of the Arrange- 
ment appears in the ‘‘ Commercial Treaties and 
Arrangements ’’ section of this issue (pages 852-855). 

Mr. Shinwell,—To ask the President of the Board of 
Trade, whether in view of the Government’s declarations in 
favour of the lowering of economic barriers, he has yet 
expressed his approval of the Oslo agreement signed recently 
at The Hague; whether the Government intends to initiate 
negotiations with a view to adhering to this convention ; and 
whether it will, in any case, abstain from any action which 
might hinder the success of the agreement. 

Mr. Bellenger,—To ask the President of the Board of 
Trade, whether he has received the text of the Oslo trade 
agreement; and whether the suppression of quotas on 
certain commodities in the present Customs Tariff is likely to 
be of benefit to British exporters. 


Mr. Oliver Stanley: 


I have received the text of this Agreement and it is 
hoped to publish it in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
on Thursday next. His Majesty’s Government are con- 
sidering the Agreement in all its aspects, and mean- 
while I am unable to make a detailed statement on the 
subject. I would add, however, that information has 
been received from the Netherlands Government and 
the Belgian Government that the facilities granted by 
them under the Agreement will be extended to imports 
from the United Kingdom. 


MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926 


DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL: IMPORTED 
PICTURE AND GREETING POSTCARDS 


A draft Order-in-Council was laid before Parliament 
on 15 June requiring imported picture and greeting 
postcards, whether imported singly or in sheets or 
reels, to bear an indication of origin.

in such substantial quantities.”

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
BEEF AND VEAL 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Beef and 
Veal Duties (Drawback) (No. 1) Order, 1937 (S.R. & 
O., 1987, No. 522), authorising, under the Second 
Schedule to the Import Duties Act, 1932, with effect 
from 16 June 1937, the allowance of drawback in 
respect of duties chargeable under the Beef and Veal 
Customs Duties Act, 1937, on beef and veal and edible 
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offals of beef and veal, not preserved in any airtight 
container, excluding sweetbreads. 


There is a substantial trade in these goods for ships’ 
stores and for re-export overseas, and the Committee 
consider that this trade should be freed from any 
burden that may result from the duties. 


The Order, together with the Recommendation of 
the Advisory Committee, is published (Cmd. 5481) by 
H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2. 


CARROTS 


A Recommendation has been received by the 
Treasury from the Import Duties Advisory Committee 
regarding the import duty on carrots during the period 
from 16 to 30 June. A decision on this Recommenda- 
tion has been deferred. 


DEPUTATION FROM KINEMATOGRAPH 
FILM INTERESTS 


The Rt. Hon. Oliver Stanley, M.P., President of 
the Board of Trade, received on 11 June representa- 
tives of the Film Producers’ Group of the Federation 
of British Industries, the Kinematograph Renters’ 
Society and the Cinematograph Exhibitors’ Associa- 
tion. 


He explained that he had been giving careful con- 
sideration to the views expressed by the various 
sections of the trade at the previous meeting held by 
Dr. Burgin. He emphasised the importance which he 
attached to their co-operation, and said that before the 
Government decided on proposals for new legislation 
he would be glad if they would examine as soon as 
possible certain suggestions which he placed before 
them. 


STRANDING OF S.T. “LOCH BUIE” 


The Formal Investigation into the circumstances 
attending the stranding of the Aberdeen steam trawler 
*‘ Loch Buie’’ at Aikerness, Orkneys, on 3 March, 
has been fixed for hearing at the Sheriff Court House, 
Aberdeen, on Tuesday, 6 July, to commence at 
10.30 a.m. 


MEXICAN INCOME TAX 


Article 1 of the Mexican Income Tax Law of 1925 
renders foreigners domiciled abroad liable to taxation 
in respect of ‘‘ income or profits derived from sources 
of wealth within the national territory or from busi- 
ness transactions effected therein,’’ and assimilates 
** civil or mercantile companies, associations, endowed 
institutions, partnerships or corporations ’’ whether 
Mexican or foreign. The rate of tax varies from 2 to 
12°3 per cent. 


Under a Law of 19 April 1937, published in the 
“* Diario Oficial ’’ of 27 April, the method of com- 
puting the profits accruing in Mexico was amended, 
and such profits are now to be determined in accord- 
ance with the following provision of the amending law: 

Article 14. Agents, commission agents or represen- 
tatives of foreign firms which do not have branches 
(‘* sucursales ”) in the National Territory shall pay the 
tax incident upon their principals (cubriran el impuesto 
correspondiente a sus representadas), in accordance 
with the rates of taxation in Article 8 (i.e. at rates 
varying from 2 to 12-3 per cent.), on the total of their 
receipts, deducting therefrom 65 per cent. 


H.M. Consul-General at Mexico City states that the 
interpretation to be given to the word ‘‘ sucursales ”’ 
in Article 14 will be any office or individual who keeps 
sales and accounting records dealing with the business 
of a foreign principal.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN MAY 


The British Tron and Steel Federation reports that 
696,300 tons of pig iron were produced in May, as compared 
with 680,700 tons in April, 661,000 tons in May 1936, and 
a monthly average of 855,000 in 1913. The figure for last 
month was the highest recorded in any month since May 
1927. 

The May output included 134,400 tons of hematite, 403,500 
tons of basic, 122,200 tons of foundry, and 17,400 tons of 
forge pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of May numbered 122, as 
compared with 121 a month earlier. 

The May production of steel ingots and castings amounted 
to 1,047,300 tons, as compared with 1,080,400 tons in April, 
963,000 tons in May 1936, and a monthly average of 638,600 
tons in 1913.

AUSTRALIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN JANUARY 


The report on the oversea trade of Australia for January 
1937, recently made available by the Commonwealth 
Statistician, Canberra, shows that imports of merchandise 
in January 1937 totalled £stg.7,538,000, as compared with 
£stg.8,006,000 in January 1936, a decrease of £stg.468,000 
(5°85 per cent.). Exports of merchandise were valued at 
£stg.9,249,000, as against £stg.7,964,000, an increase of 
£stg.1,285,000 (16:2 per cent.). 

Imports of merchandise for the first seven months of the 
year 1936-37 were £stg.53,240,000, as compared with 
£stg.50,113,000 for the corresponding seven months of 
1935-36, an increase of £stg.3,127,000 (6-24 per cent.). Ex- 
ports of merchandise were £stg.62,761,000, as against 
£stg.55,683,000, an increase of £stg.7,078,000 (12-7 per 
cent.). 

BALANCE oF TRADE 


The favourable commodity balance of trade in January 
1937 was £stg.1,711,000, as compared with an unfavourable 
balance of £stg.42,000 in January 1936. Including bullion 
and specie the favourable balance in January 1937 was 
£stg.2,563,000, as against a favourable balance of 
£stg.609,000 in January 1936. For the seven months of 
1936-37 a favourable commodity balance of £stg.9,521,000 
was recorded as compared with a favourable balance of 
£stg.5,570,000 for the seven months of 1935-36. Including 
bullion and specie the favourable balance for the seven 
months of 1936-37 was £stg.14,886,000, as compared with a 
favourable balance of £stg.10,921,000 for the corresponding 
period of 1935-36.

DeciaRED UNIT VALUES 


A comparison of the average prices computed from the 
declared export values of the principal commodities show 
that average prices were higher in January 1937 than in 
January 1936 for wool, greasy and scoured, sheepskins, 
wheat, flour, raisins, lamb, mutton, lead, zinc and gold.

Bengal, 9 June.—Rainfall has been light to moderate, 
except for heavy showers in places. The tillage of winter 
paddy continues and the sowing of autumn crops is pro- 
ceeding in West Bengal. Prospects of standing crops are 
fair, 

Bombay, 12 June.—No rain has fallen and the weather 
has been sultry. More rain is needed. Cotton has been 
affected by green caterpillars along the Deccan canals. 

Sind, 12 June.—No rain has fallen. Cotton is progres- 
sing; rice seedlings have raised and other kharif crops are 
progressing. 

Assam, 14 June.—The weather has been seasonable. Crop 
prospects are fair.—Trade Commissioner for India in 
London.

CEYLON 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—APRIL 


The Principal Collector of Customs, Ceylon, reports that 
imports in April last were valued at Rs. 19,712,000; 
domestic exports at Rs. 30,009,000 and re-exports at 
Rs. 2,034,000 as compared with Rs. 18,163,000, Rs. 23,121,000 
and Rs. 1,718,000 respectively in April 1936. 

As compared with April 1936 the value of imports of 
food, drink and tobacco decreased by Rs. 26,000 to 
Rs, 8,855,000 in April 1937. Raw materials declined by 
Rs. 496,000 to Rs. 2,527,000 and manufactured articles rose 
by Rs. 2,101,000 to Rs. 8,326,000. The chief increases and 
decreases were as follows:—fertilisers, + Rs. 129,000; 
kerosene oil, + Rs. 439,000; rice, — Rs. 464,000; cured and 
maldive fish, — Rs. 312,000; coal, — Rs. 107,000; and liquid 
fuel, — Rs. 371,000. 


Export TRADE 


As compared with April 1936 the value of food, drink 
and tobacco increased by Rs. 2,605,000 to Rs. 20,432,000 in 
April 1937. Raw materials rose by Rs. 4,243,000 to 
Rs. 9,547,000 and manufactured articles advanced by 
Rs. 37,000 to Rs. 115,000. The principal changes were as 
follows :—tea, + Rs. 2,208,000; rubber, + Rs. 3,078,000; 
and coconut products, + Rs. 1,392,000. 


TrapE, JANUARY-APRIL 


During the four months ended 30 April last the value 
of imports advanced by Rs. 5,114,000 to Rs. 78,353,000 and 
that of total exports rose by Rs. 16,138,000 to Rs. 106,060,000 
as against the corresponding period in 1936. The chief 
increase in imports was under the head ‘‘ Oils, manufactured 
fats and resin ”’ and in exports under the head ‘‘ Rubber.” 


NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEA TRADE IN FEBRUARY 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled by 
the Census and Statistics Department, Wellington, exports 
of merchandise during February were valued at £7,730,755, 
the highest monthly total (measured in New Zealand 
currency) since February 1929, and an advance of £690,704 
over the total for January. Exports of butter increased con- 
siderably, both in quantity and in value, as compared with 
the January exports of this commodity, while exports of 
lamb also showed a material increase. The quantity of ex- 
ports of wool was lower than in January, the aggregate 
value of exports of this commodity falling from £3,177,852 
in January to £2,626,382 in February—still a very high 
figure for a single month. 

Imports of merchandise during February were valued at 
£3,712,425, a decline of £952,991 from the January total,

but an increase of £725,944 over the total in February 1936, 
A decrease in imports is normally recorded in February, 
though there have been exceptions. 


External trading in commodities during February re. 
sulted in an excess of export values amounting to 
£4,018,330, as compared with £2,374,635 in January. During 
the expired eight months of the current exporting season, 
exports of commodities have exceeded imports of mer. 
chandise by £4,640,000, as compared with £4,596,000 during 
the same period of last season. Although "the balance ig 
approximately the same for the two periods, the value of 
both exports and imports during the current (1936-37) 
season are much higher than was the case in the 1935-36 
season.

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INTRODUCTORY NOTES 


1. The preliminary results of the Census of Produc- 
tion of 1935 are being issued in a series of Supplements 
to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ at fortnightly 
intervals. Notice of the trades to be covered by follow- 
ing issues will be given in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ from time 
to time. 


Complete returns may not have been received in all 
cases at the time of publication of the preliminary 
results, which should accordingly be regarded as pro- 
visional. In general, however, the amendments 
necessary are expected to be of minor importance, and 
the results may be taken as substantially comparable 
in the aggregate with those for previous years. For 
certain semi-manufactured articles, the output 
recorded as sold in 1935 may exceed the corresponding 
figure for 1934 by reason of returns being furnished for 
1935 for each separate establishment, so far as prac- 
ticable, whereas for 1934 firms were permitted to 
furnish an aggregated return covering the whole of 
their activities in one trade. The final figures will be 
published at a later date in volume form, and these 
final reports will contain additional detail, including 
for certain trades an estimate of the output free from 
duplication. 


2. Scope of the Census.—The Census covered manu- 
facturing industries, mines and quarries, the Building 
and Contracting Trade and the productive services 
carried out by Public Utility Undertakings, whether 


publicly or privately owned. Repairing and “‘ process- . 


ing ’’ work was included. The number of separate 
trades distinguished was 122; a list of these trades is 
given at the end of these notes. All the particulars 
relate to the United Kingdom. 


3. Exclusion of small firms.—Detailed returns were 
not obtained from firms employing not more than ten 
persons as a yearly average, the only information 
required from these firms (except those in the Bread, 
Cakes, etc., Trade) being a statement of the nature of 
their business and the average number of their male 
and female employees in the year. The same limita- 
tion was applied to the Census of 1930 and to the 
Import Duties Act Inquiries of 1933 and 1934, and the 
whole of the information given in this series, for any 
year, should be understood to relate to the operations 
of firms employing more than ten persons. 


At the 1930 Census the number of businesses in 
which not more than ten persons were employed was 
recorded as 212,140; the estimated number of persons 
employed by these firms was 758,000, or about 9°6 per 
cent. of the total for all industries. 


4. Comparisons with previous years.—Comparison 
of the results for 1935 is made with those of the most 
recent previous year for which statistics are available, 
i.e. with those for the year 1934 in the case of the 78 
trades included in the Import Duties Act Inquiry for 
that year, and with those of the 1930 Census in the 
case of the remaining trades. 

In some cases where comparisons are made with the 
results of the Import Duties Act Inquiry, 1934, the 
particulars shown for that year may be defective. This 
arises from two causes: (i) the Inquiry for 1934 was 
generally limited to manufacturing undertakings, 








repairing firms and workshops doing only a commission 
trade being excluded; (ii) as the Inquiry related only 
to selected trades, some classes of products were not 
completely covered, being manufactured also by firms 
whose principal output lay in trades that were 
excluded from the Inquiry. Any substantial differ- 
ences that may be due to these circumstances are dealt 
with by a special note, generally to Table II dealing 
with the ‘‘ principal products’’ of the trade 
concerned, 


5. Contents of the preliminary summaries.—The 
preliminary series of results will consist generally of 
seven tables, containing the information set out below. 


Table I.—The principal results recorded by all firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade 
concerned. 


Table II.—The total selling values and (where avail- 
able) quantities of the principal products of the trade. 
These totals will include not only the output of the 
firms classified in the trade concerned but also the 
additional output recorded by firms whose returns were 
made on schedules for other trades. The figures for 
1935 may not cover the whole of this additional out- 
put, and cases in which the deficiencies are likely to 
impair comparability are specially noted. 


For some trades in which important classes of semi- 
finished goods may either be sold or be further manu- 
factured by the firm that produced them, particulars 
of the total quantities of these goods made are also 
shown, 


Table III.—The quantities of the principal products 
of the trade in relation to those of exports and imports. 
Particulars of value may be given in cases where com- 
parable records of quantities are not available. 


Table IV.—Particulars of the secondary output of 
the trade, i.e. all goods made and work done other 
than those included in Table II as principal products. 


Table V.—The quantity and cost of certain im- 
portant classes of materials, and of coal, coke, heavy 
fuel oil and electricity purchased and used by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade con- 
cerned. For some trades this information was obtain- 
able only on voluntary lines. 


Table VI.—The quantities of electricity consumed 

generated in firms’ own works and purchased) by firms 

that made returns on schedules for the trade concerned. 
This information is not available for the year 1934. 


Table VII.—The average number of operatives em- 
ployed in the year and the number of administrative, 
technical and clerical staff employed in one week in 
October, classified between males and females and 
between employees over and under 18 years of age. 
The sex and age distribution of the operatives is as 
recorded for the week ended 12 October 1935. The 
numbers shown relate to those employed by the firms 
whose returns were made on schedules for the trade 
concerned. 


For those trades in which outworkers are employed, 
the numbers of these employees are also given for two 
dates in each year. 
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6. Instructions for making Returns.—The following 
notes explain the meanings of the terms used in the 
tables and outline the general instructions given to 
firms as to the manner in which their returns were to 
be completed. 


(i) Period covered.—Firms were required to make 
returns for the calendar year 1935, but if the calendar 
year was not their year of account, a return for a 
business year ending not later than 7 April 1936 and 
not earlier than 8 April 1935 was accepted. 


(ii) Valuation of output.—The values to be shown 
were the net selling values of all deliveries of goods (as 
packed for sale) within the year of return, plus the 
book value of stocks at the end and less that of stocks 
at the beginning of the year. In determining the net 
selling value, firms were instructed to deduct from the 
amounts charged to customers such items as discounts, 
payments to transport firms, railway companies, etc., 
for carriage outwards, and allowances for returnable 
cases, etc. Where separate returns were made for 
different departments of the same firm, and goods 
produced in one department were used in another 
department in the production of more finished goods, 
such goods were required to be included in the output 
of the first (producing) department, and in the 
materials of the second (using) department, at the 
value at which they were transferred in the firm’s 


books. 


(iii) Valuation of work done by firms working ‘‘ on 
commission,’’ ete,—Firms working ‘‘ on commission ’”’ 
or “‘ for the trade ’’ on materials given out to them by 
other firms were required to state, as the value of their 
output, only the amounts received by them for the 
work, less discounts and payments to transport firms, 
railway companies, etc., for carriage outwards, and to 
exclude the value of the materials supplied to them by 
the firms for which the work was done. Where the 
work was done on goods supplied by manufacturing 
firms, its value is included in the final selling value of 
the goods as recorded by those firms. In the case of 
goods made on commission for merchants or other 
persons who made no returns at the Census, the selling 
value of the goods has escaped record. 


(iv) Distinction between ‘*‘ Goods made for sale ”’ 
and ‘*‘ Total make.’’—The output recorded as ‘‘ made 
for sale ’’ represents goods in the form in which they 
were sold during the year of account or held in stock at 
the end of the year. Where goods were used for 
further manufacturing purposes in the establishments 
in which they were made, the output for sale falls 
short of the total quantities made. For certain classes 
of products a return of total make was required in 
addition to that of the output for sale, and this addi- 
tional information is shown separately. 


(v) Work in progress at beginning or end of year.— 
In order to determine the output properly attributable 
to the year covered by their returns, firms engaged in 
certain industries were required to state the value of 
work in progress at the beginning and end of that year. 
If the statement of output included any goods which 
were in course of construction at the beginning of the 
year the value of the work done in the previous year 
was estimated and returned separately; similarly, the 
value of goods in course of construction at the end of 
the year was estimated and returned separately, 
Allowance for the difference in these aggregates has 
been made where necessary. 


(vi) Exclusion of merchanting.—Where firms, in 
addition to their manufacturing business, also bought 
goods and re-sold them in the same condition as that 
in which they were purchased, they were instructed to 
omit such goods from their statements of output and 
of materials, and to exclude from their statements of 
persons employed those members of their staff who 
were wholly or mainly required in connection with 
their merchanting business. 


(vii) Materials—The total ‘‘ cost of materials 
used’ was required to include all raw and other 





materials purchased and used in the production of the 
output recorded in the firm’s return; all fuel, oil, gas 
and electricity purchased; packing and workshop 
materials; and materials for repairs to the firm’s own 
buildings or plant carried out by their own workpeople, 
The cost was to include charges for transport unless 
transport was carried out by the firm’s own staff. 
The book value of stocks of materials at the beginning 
of the year was included and that of stocks at the end 
of the year deducted from the total purchases in the 
year. The figure was not to include wages, salaries, 
rent, rates, insurance, depreciation, and similar 
charges, or the cost of new machinery and plant. 
Where separate returns were made for different depart- 
ments of the same firm, goods produced in one depart- 
ment and used in another department were required 
to be treated as purchased by the second (using) 
department, and included in that department’s total 
cost of materials at the amount credited to the pro- 
ducing department. Firms working on commission or 
for the trade were instructed to return, as materials, 
only goods which they themselves purchased and used, 
and not the goods given out to them by the firms for 
which they worked. 


The particulars in respect of special classes of 
materials represent the total purchases in the year, 
adjusted for stock variations in the manner described 
in the previous paragraph. 


(viii) Work given out.—Firms giving out work to 
other firms or other branches of the same firms for 
which separate returns were made were required to 
state the aggregate amount paid to such firms or 
branches for work done in the year. The amount thus 
returned was not to include the cost of any items 
accounted for under the heading of ‘‘ Materials.’’ 


(ix) Net output.—The net output of a trade is the 
figure which results from deducting from the value of 
the gross output the aggregate of the ‘‘ Cost of 
materials used’’ and amount paid for ‘‘ Work given 
out,’’ together with the amount of any Excise duty 
included in the value of the products and not in that 
of the materials used. This figure represents the value 
added to materials by the industrial processes and, 
after allowance for a sum sufficient to cover the depre- 
ciation of plant and machinery, constitutes the fund 
from which wages, salaries, rents, royalties, rates and 
taxes, advertisement and selling expenses, and all 
other similar charges have to be provided, as well as 
profits. 


(x) Persons employed.—Firms were required to 
classify persons employed by them under the two head- 
ings of (i) Operatives (wage-earners), and (ii) Adminis- 
trative, technical and clerical staff. The numbers of 
‘* Operatives ’’ relate to all wage-earners (including 
foremen, van and lorry drivers and warehousemen) 
employed by the firm in and about the factory or 
works, or in outside work of construction or repair, 
and ‘‘ Administrative, technical and clerical staff ’’ to 
the office and management staff (i.e. working proprie- 
tors, managing directors, managers, designers, sales- 
men, travellers, etc.), all clerks, typists and other 
persons engaged primarily in office work being recorded 
under this heading and not as operatives. Where 
outworkers were employed, the number of these 
was recorded separately and not included in the 
number of operatives. Persons required wholly or 
mainly in connection with any merchanting business 
carried on were to be excluded. 


The particulars required related to the persons em- 
ployed (i.e. on the pay sheets) in certain specified 
weeks, with the proviso that, in the event of a strike or 
lock-out, holiday or special cessation of work in any of 
these weeks, the nearest ordinary week (of which the 
ending date should be stated) was to be taken.

The figures set out above show that the trade balance 
in favour of French Indo-China is increasing. The value 
of the maize exported almost doubled between 1935 
and 1936, while that of rice, paddy and derivatives shows 
an increase of nearly 20 per cent. The value of the rubber 
exported last year was about 75 per cent. higher than the 
figure for 1935, due principally to improved prices and 
increased available tonnage.

The trade deficit at the end of April thus stood at 
916-5 million lire in 1937 as against 659-2 million lire in 
1936. 

The above figures are inclusive of trade with Italian 
colonies from which during the first four months of 1937 
imports stood at 73-3 million lire (43-5 million lire in 1936) 
and exports at 870-4 million lire (476-2 million lire in 1936). 

During the current year 779,868 metric tons of wheat, 
costing 620-2 million lire have been imported, of which 
101,489 metric tons were temporary imports, against 
194,598 metric tons, valued at 45:4 million lire—of which 
99,154 metric tons were temporary imports—in the first 
four months of 1936. 

The trade clearing account shows that Italian exporters 
are creditors of 206,077,919 lire and Italian importers are 
indebted abroad to the extent of 44,409,155 lire, leaving a 
balance in Italy’s favour of 161,578,764.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—MARCH 


The British Commercial Secretary at Berne reports that 
during the quarter under review there was a marked in- 
crease in the value and weight of both imports and exports. 
As regards value, while this rise results in part from the 
devaluation of the Swiss franc, the increase in weight 
indicates a revival in Swiss industrial activities. 

Exports rose from 192-4 million francs (85,855 tons) in the 
March quarter of 1936, to 268-5 million frs. (105,398 tons) 
in the quarter under review. It should be stated that the 
figures for weight do not include watches, beverages and 
live cattle. 

There was a considerable excess of imports over exports 
and Switzerland’s adverse trade balance advanced from 
76-0 million frs. to 190-8 million frs. for the period under 
review. 


DIRECTION OF TRADE 


As regards the change in direction of trade, there was 
a considerable increase in the imports from Germany, Italy, 
the United Kingdom, Czechoslovakia, Belgium, Hungary, 
Austria, the United States, and Argentina. Switzerland’s 
adverse balance with Germany rose from 44-4 million frs. 
to 56:2 million frs. There was a considerable increase in 
Swiss exports to the United Kingdom and the United States. 

Expanding trade with oversea countries has contri- 
buted to a large extent to the revival in Swiss export 
industries. Deliveries to both North and South America, 
to the British Dominions and to Eastern Asia have increased 
by 100 per cent.

ARRANGEMENT FOR THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF COMMERCIAL INTERCHANGES 


Signed at the Hague on 28 May 1937 


An English translation of the text of this Arrange- 
ment is subjoined. Attention is drawn to the reply on 
the subject given by the President of the Board of 
Trade to Questions in Parliament on Tuesday, 15 June, 
which will be found under ‘‘ Announcements ’”’ 
(page 845), 


TRANSLATION 
The Governments of Belgium, Denmark, Finland, Luxem- 
burg, Norway, the Netherlands and Sweden, 


Desirous of pursuing in conformity with the principles 
expressed in the Oslo Protocol of 22 December 1930, the

collaboration which, in the course of that year, they in. 
augurated amongst themselves in the economic sphere, 


Considering, moreover, that the present time is favourable 
for undertaking a common action with a view to the expan. 
sion of economic exchanges in general, 


And finally, being convinced that this object should be 
pursued, in the first place, by proceeding progressively to 
the reduction of barriers to trade, to the abolition of 
exceptional defensive measures taken by the different States 
in order to protect themselves from the effects of the crisis, 
and to the adoption of measures conveying guarantees of 
stability more extensive and precise in their nature than 
those arising from the Oslo Convention, 


Have agreed as follows— 


ARTICLE I 


The Governments of Belgium, Luxemburg and the Nether- 
lands undertake to admit without restrictions the importa- 
tion of the goods enumerated in List A, annexed hereto, 
when they originate in and areconsigned from the territories 
of the signatory States, or to accord all authorisations which 
may be demanded in regard to those of the goods enumerated 
for which previous authorisation is necessary, 


The same Governments undertake, moreover, in regard 
to goods enumerated in the said list, originating in and 
consigned from the territories of the signatory States, not to 
take any intiative tending to increase Customs duties, taxes, 
or other special charges on importation at present in force, 
or to establish new ones. 


ArTIoLp II 


The Governments of Denmark, Finland, Norway and the 
Netherlands (for the Netherlands Indies) and Sweden 
undertake, as regards the goods enumerated in List B, 
annexed hereto, when they originate in and are consigned 
from the territories of the signatory States, not to take 
any initiative tending towards the increase of Customs 
duties, taxes or special charges on importation existing at 
the present time, or to establish new ones. 


The same Governments undertake, moreover, not to render 
the importation of any of the listed goods, when originating 
in and consigned from the territories of the signatory 
States, of which the entry is at present free, subject to any 
quantitative restriction, even if such importation were to 
be made dependent on a previous authorisation. 


Articie IIT 


The Government of the signatory States intend, more- 
over, to complete the measures mentioned in Articles I and 
II and the bilateral agreements already negotiated between 
them by the conclusion of further agreements of the same 
nature tendirg to reduce barriers to trade. 


ARTICLE IV 


The Governments of the signatory States will, as far as 
may be possible, communicate to the other signatory States, 
in order that they may have the opportunity of raising any 
objection thereto, all measures subjecting to quantitative 
restrictions, to exchange control, or to special taxes, the 
importation of any goods which previously were not subject 
to such measures. 


Such communication should, in principle, be made fifteen 
days before the date contemplated for the putting into force 
of the measure in question. If any Government finds it 
impossible to observe the period above mentioned it shall 
inform the other signatory States. 


ARTICLE V 


The Governments of the signatory States agree to 
examine, in consultation, any measures calculated to put 
an end to practices of abnormal competition in the external 
trade interesting their countries. 


They further agree to examine, in consultation, the 
method of adjudication upon tenders and of placing orders 
adopted by States, municipalities or any other public bodies 
in relation to the preference given to national products. 
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Commercial Treaties and Arrangements— Continued 


ARTICLE VI 


Any State which has not signed the present arrangement 
may accede to it on terms to be agreed upon in advance 
for this purpose between it and the other States already 
parties to the arrangement. 


Articte VII 


This arrangement shall be ratified as soon as possible 
and the instruments of ratification shall be deposited at 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs at Oslo, which shall at once 
inform the Governments of the other signatory States. 


ArticLte VIII 


The present arrangement shall enter into force on the 
eighth day after the deposit of the last ratification and shall 
be valid until 1 July 1938. The Governments of the signa- 
tory States will consult with each other in good time before 
the said date in order to decide in what conditions the 
mutual concessions laid down in the present arrangement 
can be renewed, and, if necessary, completed. 


ARTICLE IX 


At the time of signature of the present Arrangement or 
of the deposit of the instruments of ratification, the Govern- 
ment of any signatory State may declare that it only under- 
takes obligations on behalf of its territories in Europe. 


Any Government which makes use of this right shall have 
the power to declare later to the Norwegian Government 
that it desires to extend the arrangement to its overseas 
territories, colonies, or mandated territories. The Nor- 
wegian Government will at once transmit this declaration 
to the Governments of the other signatory States. The 
Arrangement shall take effect in regard to such overseas 
territories, colonies or mandated territories 15 days after 
such declaration. 


Any Government which has made such a declaration has 
also the right to declare later that it desires that the 
Arrangement shall cease to apply to the territories in 
question. The procedure indicated above shall apply also 
in this case. 


ARTICLE X 


In the event of the Government of one of the signatory 
States considering that changes in the economic situation 
or in the situation of external trade, unforeseen at the date 
of signature of the present arrangement, render such a step 
necessary, the said Government may free itself in whole or 
in part from its obligations under this Arrangement. In 
such case, however, it must warn the Governments of the 
other signatory States of its intentions at least 1 month in 
advance. 


In the event of disagreement amongst themselves or 
amongst any of their number the Governments of the signa- 
tory States will consult together immediately in order to 
seek an amicable solution of the difficulties which have 
arisen. If such a solution should be found impossible, each 
of the Governments of the signatory States shall be free to 
take the necessary measures with a view to re-establishing 
the equilibrium of the concessions which have been mutually 
agreed upon.

UNITED STATES—SALVADOR 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the text of 
the Trade Agreement signed by the United States of 
America and Salvador on 19 February 1937. The Agreement 
became effective on 31 May 1937. 


Particulars of the duty reductions accorded by Salvador 
under Schedule I were published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’? of 3 June (page 793). The United States duties 
set out in Schedule II are fixed at the levels laid down in 
earlier Trade Agreements; they have not therefore been 
published on this occasion. 


United States goods enumerated in Schedule 1 to the 
Agreement are not to be subject on importation into Salva- 
dor to duties higher than those set out in the Schedule. 
Salvadorean goods enumerated in Schedule 2 are not to be 
subjected on importation into the United States to duties 
higher than those set out in the Schedule. 


Provision is made for reciprocal treatment of imported 
products on a basis of equality with domestic products as 


‘well as for most-favoured-nation treatment, in respect of 


internal taxes, and Article 5 protects importers against 
any adverse change in the methods of determining dutiable 
value and of converting currencies in connection with those 
products named in the Schedules which are or may be 
subject to ad valorem rates of duty. Neither country is 
to prohibit or restrict the importation of any articles, the 
produce of the other, enumerated in the Schedules, subject 
to certain standard exceptions. Provision is made for 
reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment with regard to 
Customs duties, quotas and exchange restrictions. 


Advantages accorded to adjacent countries in order to 
facilitate frontier traffic or resulting from a Customs union 
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are excepted from the terms of the Agreement. Advantages 
granted by the United States to Cuba, the Panama Canal 
Zone and the Philippine Islands are likewise exempted. 


The concessions made by the parties to the Agreement 
are not to apply to police or sentry regulations or to mea- 
sures designed to prevent the exportation of gold or silver. 

If either Government should adopt any measure which, 
even though it does not conflict with the terms of the 
Agreement, is considered by the other Government to have 
the effect of nullifying or impairing any object of the 
Agreement, the Government which has adopted any such 
measure shall consider such representations and proposals 
as the other Government may make with a view to effecting 
a mutually satisfactory adjustment. 

The Agreement is to remain in force for three years, 
subject to denunciation at six months’ notice and to tacit 
renewal,

With regard to the conditions governing the application 
of the Preferential Tariff to goods entering Australia, the 
Board of Trade have received a copy of ‘‘ Notice of Deter- 
mination Relating to Preferential Tariff Conditions (No. 
31)” dated 14 April 1937, which determines that the 
following goods are of a class or kind not commercially 
produced or manufactured in Australia : —

IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for April 1937 as 10,531,500 metric tons (i.e. 
an increase of 40 per cent. over 7,500,000 metric tons). 

In accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement 
of 13 April 1933 between the United Kingdom and Germany, 
the quota for imports of United Kingdom coal and coke 
into the German Customs Area for June 1937 has been 
correspondingly increased from the minimum of 180,000 
metric tons to 252,000 metric tons.

(Rome) of 22 May contains a 
Decree dated 22 April and effective on the date of publica- 
tion which waives the export tax on olive oil in the case of 
unrefined sulphide oils (oli di oliva al solfuro) with a free 
fatty acid content of not less than 40 per cent. calculated 
in terms of oleic acid. The decree further provides that a 
maximum of 1,000 quintals per annum of olive oil may be 
exported to the Italian Colonies in exemption of the tax 
for use in the preparation and preserving of tunny fish.

DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF MAIZE AND HORSE 
MAIZE 


An Order, dated 21 May 1937, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, prolongs to 30 June 1937 the validity 
of the Order of 12 April 1937 under which maize and horse 
maize (No. 7 of the Polish Customs Tariff) may be imported 
into Poland free of duty, subject to a special permit being 
obtained from the Ministry of Finance.

MEASURES 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul 
has forwarded a copy of Circular No. 6459/1785 of 16 March 
issued by the Director-General of Customs, by which the 
classification of flexible metal measures and mild steel 
graduated ribbons contained in iron cases and of certain 
other instruments has been revised. These articles have 
hitherto been classified under Tariff item 625 which covers 
technical instruments. The classification is to be governed by 
the following decisions :— 

(i) ‘‘ Steel measures graduated in millimetres and con- 
tained in iron cases, and geometrical instruments 
such as iron protractors and compasses used by 
school children ” are to be dutiable under Tariff 
item 538 E (Iron hand tools). 


(ii) Flexible measures of other metals are to he dutiablo 
according to the metal of which they are made. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


RINDERPEST AND FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’’ of 20 May 1937 (page 723), and to previous 
notices under the above heading, the Board of Trade are 
informed that the Order of the United States Department 
of Agriculture which prohibits the importation into the 
United States of cattle, sheep and swine, and of fresh, 
chilled or frozen meat from certain countries on the ground 
of the existence of rinderpest or foot-and-mouth disease 
has now been amended as from 11 June 1937 restoring 
*‘Great Britain ’’ to the list of countries to which the 
Order applies. 


URUGUAY 


CONVERSION RATES FOR PAYMENT OF 
DUTIES IN GOLD 


H.M. Acting Consul at Montevideo reports, by telegraph, 
that the rate or multiplier for the conversion of Uruguayan 
Customs duties from gold into currency has been reduced 
from 2-916 to 2-741 in the case of goods financed with con- 
trolled free exchange, and raised from 3-302 to 3-312 in the 
case of goods financed with free exchange. 


[Norg.—With the exception of certain goods which are 
exempted from part-payment of the duty ‘‘in gold,” 25 per 
cent. of Uruguayan Customs duties have to be paid “ in 
gold ’’ as the general rule, but the duties on a few classes 
of goods are payable 50 per cent. ‘‘in gold.’’*]

MERCHANDISE MARKS 


The Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. I 
Order, 1937. 


At the Court at , the day of 1937. 
Present, 


Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Merchan- 
dise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5. c. 53), it is provided 
that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any class or 
description has on a reference from the appropriate Depart- 
ment been held by a Committee appointed for the purposes 
of the said Act and the report of the Committee on the 
matter has been taken into consideration by the Depart- 
ment, that Department may, unless it appears to them that 
the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods of that 
class or description for use or consumption in the United 
Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an 
indication of origin, make a representation to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that an Order should be made under 
the said section 2, and His Majesty in Council may there- 
upon, subject to the provisions of the said Act, make an 
Order prohibiting the sale or the exposure for sale in the 
United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or descrip- 
tion unless they bear an indication of origin. 


And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the said 
Section an enquiry in relation to the classes and descrip- 
tions of goods to which the present Order relates has, on 
reference from the appropriate Department, namely, the 
Board of Trade (hereinafter called ‘‘ the Board ’’) been 
held by a Committee appointed for the purposes of the 
said Act and the report of that Committee has been taken 
into consideration by the Board : 


And whereas. by sub-section (5) of Section 2 of the said 
Act it is provided that if on an enquiry under sub-section 
(1) of the said Section it appears to a Committee to be 
desirable that any imported goods should bear an indication 
of origin at the time of importation, and the Committee 
so reports to the appropriate Department, that Depart- 
ment, unless having regard to all the circumstances of the 
ease including the re-export trade of the United Kingdom 
in that class or description of goods it considers such action 
undesirable, may make a representation to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that the goods should bear an indication 
of origin at the time of importation, and His Majesty may 
by Order in Council under the said Section (without pre- 
judice to His powers under sub-section (1) of the said 
Section) make provision accordingly : 


And whereas it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of other 
parts of His Majesty’s dominions with the United Kingdom 
would be prejudiced if the goods described in this Order 
imported for use or consumption in the United Kingdom 
Were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an indication 
of origin, and the Board have accordingly made represen- 
tations to His Majesty that it is desirable that an Order 
should be made under the said Section 2: 


And whereas the Committee have reported to the Board 
that it appears to them to be desirable that the goods the 
subject of the said enquiry which are described in this 
Order should bear an indication of origin at the time of 
importation : 


_And whereas the Board having had regard to all the 
circumstances of the case including the re-export trade of 
the United Kingdom in those goods have made represen- 
tations to His Majesty that it is desirable that the goods 
described in this Order should bear an indication of origin 
at the time of importation : 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Section and of all other powers enabling 
Him in that behalf, is pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows :— 





Statutory and Other Government Notices-Continued 


1. It shall not be lawful to import into the United King- 
dom or, if imported, to sell or expose for sale in the United 
Kingdom, any goods of the following descriptions :— 

Picture or greeting postcards whether imported singly 

or in sheets or reels, 


unless they bear an indication of origin. 


2. The indication of origin shall be printed or stamped 
on the address side of each postcard. 


3. Where any goods to which this Order applies are sold 
or exposed for sale in an envelope, wrapper or other con- 
tainer which bears wording descriptive of its contents, an 
indication of origin shall also be printed or stamped on such 
envelope, wrapper or other container. 


4, Goods to which this Order applies shall bear the indi- 
cation of origin herein provided on exposure for sale whole- 
sale, whether or not the person so exposing the goods is a 
wholesale dealer. 


5. This Order shall come into force at the expiration of 
six months from the date hereof but nothing in this Order 
shall apply to any picture or greeting postcard which was 
imported before the date on which the Order comes into 
force. 

6.—(a) This Order may be cited as the Merchandise 
Marks (Imported Goods) No. 1 Order, 1937. 

(b) The Interpretation Act, 1889, (a) shall apply to 


the interpretation of this Order as it applies to the inter- 
pretation of an Act of Parliament.

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
